of b etter packing of freight,

thought th a t the losses sustained in 
1910 on th is account will he som ew hat 
sm aller. 
The m any com plaints received from 
consular agents that A m erican export 
ers do not pay sufficient attention to 
the packing of m e rc h an d ise for ship 
m ent to foreign countries has causeo 
the departm ent of com m erce and la 
bor to issue a pam phlet describing in 
ietail the so-called packing evils.

T aking for his subject, 
“ Prices,” 
Congressm an Jam es Kennedy address­ 
ed m em bers of the Salem and Alliance 
B usiness association, at the banquet 
in Alliance T hursday evening, on a 
topic ti]»on which perhaps m ore has 
been recently w ritten and w hich has 
bet'u m ore generally discussed than 
any other. 
W ith a few pleasing introductory 
rem arks, he waded into the topic a t 
once by saying; 
"In my 
judgm ent 
prices of food stuffs will n ev er again 
be as low as they have been in tnu 
past. 
It seem s to m e that all th e 
w riters who h a \e discussed this su b ­ 
ject have failed to note perhaps the 
m ost im portant factor in th e problem 
of prices as it presents itself. 
“Values are all m easured now by the 
gold standard, and the value of gold, 
lik<> everything else in the w orld, Is 
fixed by the law' of supply and de­ 
mand 
Its principal dem and is its use 
as a money. 
Everyone appreciates the 
fact that if gold becam e ¡is plenty as 
silver, or copper or lead, th at the 
purchasing pow er of coin would g reat­ 
ly lessen, and th a t the value of ev-ry- 
thing that was m easured 
by 
com- 
parison with the coin m etal would ad ­ 
vance. 
T hat, I am persuaded, is oc­ 
curring very rapidly all 
over 
the 
world with o u r standard of value," 
Mr. Kennedy then quoted a num ber 
of figures in speaking of the w orld’s 
gold production since the discovery of 
Am erica. 
In the Hast 27 years, be said, 
th e world’s production of gold was 
$6,169,000,000, while in the 382 years 
preceding th a t time, dating from the 
discovery of America, the product of 
the entire world was only $6.332,000, 
000. 
It will be noted that in the 2i- 
year period which produced as much 
gold as the 3x2-vear period, th at the 
first 10 years of the last period had an 
annual production of only one-quarter 
as g reat as the production of the year 
1907. which w as $410,000,000. 
If ttm 
production increases in the sam e tre ­ 
m endous ratio, the next 27 years will 
m ore th an double the gold which is 
now in the treasu ries of th e world. 
“T hese are the facts that led me to 
say that food stuffs will never be as 
low again as they have been in th e 
p a st. 
We will never again buy eggs 
for 15 to 20 cents per dozen. 
W heat 
and potatoes will continue to advance 
in price w ith the w onderful increase 
in the volum e of the m etal which by 
com m on consent the business m en of 
th e world m easures values, it seem s to 
m e inevitable th at prices m ust con­ 
tinue to advance from this cause. 
-It is bootless to attem pt to specu­ 
late to what extent gold has lost its 
purchasing power by the m arvelous 
in crease in its production, but th at it 
has become cheaper is perfectly ap­ 
parent. and that th a t cheapening is 
the main cause in the advancem ent of 
prices no one can deny. 
D epreciation 
of gold values is never discovered or 
noticed except by a general advance 
in th e price of all o th er property. The 
farm er who sold his bushel of w heat 
in 1880 for 50 cents is getting p er­ 
haps no more for it when he now sells 
for $1 in com parative value. 
“The depreciation of gold, or the ad­ 
v ance in th e ¡»rice of everything else, 
which m eans the sam e thing, can work 
no great hardship or injury if all prop­ 
erty 
advances uniformly and in 
a 
proper ration to all other V a lin 's. 
The 
thing to he hoped for then is th a t at) 
prices will advance fairly and equit­ 
ably. 
T heir prices will ad ju st them 
selves autom atically under tin* law of 
supply and dem and, but until the pub­ 
lic recognizes th at there Is an inevi­ 
table m ovem ent tow ard higher prices 
here will he no proper advance In 
th e wages of working men. 
"I'n less wage« should advance a 
verything else advance« 
in 
price, 
th ere is bound to be w idespread suf­ 
fering and hardship. W ith this thought 
in view, I could not forbear from lay 
ing before you 
business 
m en 
this 
tendency of t he tim es, in th e hope th at 
the wage of the man in the factory 
m ight advance as the price of bis food 
advances. 
As your rep resen tativ e 
congress, I shall endeavor to m ake this 
governm ent a model em ployer of m*1!», 
advancing salaries so th a t they will 
keep a b reast of the advance In the 
eosi of living."
